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MALONEY MYSTERY 


IS MUCH DEEPENED 


Arthur H. Osburn Says That in I 905 


He and Missing Girl Were Secretly 


Wed Under Assumed Names. 


New York, Oct. 11.—The mystery 


surrounding the disappearance more 
than a week ago.of Helen Maloney, 
daughter of Martin Maloney, the Phil- 
adelphia . mlUionaire,. was given 
a 


highly sensational turn today. At the 
time of Miss Maloney's disappearance 
Samuel Clarkson, a young English- 
man, who had paid her marked at- 
tention, also dropped out of sight and 
it was reported and generally believed 
that, the couple had eloped and been 
married. Last night came the news 
from Montreal that the missing pair 
had 
been married 
by a Catholic 


priest in that city and then had re- 
turned to New York and tlien sailed 
for Europe. 


Following directly upon the heels 


of the Montreal announcement comes 
the publication here today of an un- 
qualified statement from Arthur Her- 
bert Osborn, a young broker of this 
city, that Miss Maloney is his wife. 


According to Osborn's statement he 


and Miss Maloney were married on 
Dec. 28. 1905, and the marriage never 
has been annulled. Osborn declares 
That records in tho notary's office at 
Mamronck. which show that Osborn 
had married Helen on that day, will 
prove his statement. 


Married Under Assumed Names. 
He said that assumed names were 


used because at the time Miss Ma- 
loney desired to keep the marriage a 
secret. 
The fact that the marriage 


had tsiken place did become known 
here, according to Osborn, and he de- 
clares that among those who learned 
of It was young Clarkson. 
He says 


that not only did Clarkson know of 
the marriage, but that, only a short, 
time ago he 
nought 
to have It an- 


nulled, having gone so far as to con- 
milt a New York lawyer on the sub- 
ject. 
Osborn was a student, in Princeton 


when the marriage with Miss Maloney 
is alleged to have taken place. 
He 


said today that, nftcr the ceremony 
the young woman returned to her 
home while he remained with his par- 


Osborn Is the son of the late Wil- 


liam E. Osborn, for many years an 
officer In the American Sugar com- 
pany. 
Ho is 23 years old, an only 


child and a fortune will come to him 
at the death of his mother. The Os- 
born family 
came 
originally from 


Newton, Mass. 


RELATIVES MUCH MYSTIFIED. 


Aunt and Uncle of Missing Girl Know 


Nothing of Marralge to Osborn. 
Philadelphia. Oct. 11.—The nearest 


relative of the Maloney family that 
could be found in this city today was 
Mrs. Andrew P. Maloney, wife of Mar- 
tin Maloney's brother. She said she 
knew nothing of the reported mar- 
riage of Helen Maloney to Samuel 
Clarkson. • beyond 
what 
has 
been 


printed in the newspapers, and added 
that she had never heard that her 
niece had been married several years 
ago. 
The Interview with Arthur Os- 


born published today, in which it is 
alleged that Osborn and Miss Maloney 
had been married several years ago, 
puts a serious light on the affair, she 
said, but she felt that she would not 
be justified 
In speaking 
for 
her 


brother-in-law, who Is out of town. 


The activity shown by the servants 


about the Maloney winter residence in 
West Logan Square this city, today 
indicates that the family is about to 
return here for the winter. 


Andrew P. Maloney. uncle of the 


missing girl, whpn found later In the 
day said that his brother, Martin Ma- 
loney. was prostrated as the result of 
the disappearance of his 
daughter 


and that all interviews said to have 
emanated from him are untrue. Mr. 
Maloney said he believes his brother, 
while not In communication with his 
daughter, knows of her whereabouts 
and expects a message from her at 
any time. Mr. Maloney said that. It 
occurs to him that his nlecs Is in Hot 
Springs. Va. 


Mr. Malonoy said he knew nothing 


of the reported Osborn marriage and 
was not In a position to discuss It, al- 
though believed It. to be untrue. He 
knew Osborn, ho added, as a friend of 
Miss Maloney and concluded that "it 
was up to Osborn to prove the mar- 
riage."

Coal Mining company, is trying to 
prove before the state railroad com- 
mission that the road does not dis- 
criminate in favor of the mining com- 
pany- in the distribution of coal cars. 


Just before 
the 
commission ad- 


journed its hearing last night one 
mine manager, McAdams, of the P.-I. 
mine, called by the complainant, said 
a few things which helped the road 
out a bit, and it was 
said that the 


Fourth Vein company, a big merger 
company, would be represented on the 
witness stand by E. L. Wolfert, who 
would say the road did about right in 
the distribution of cars. Senator Carl 
Wood, counsel for the railroad com- 
pany, says it would be willing for the 
commission to allot the care if it 
could do so satisfactorily to all con- 
cerned. which is to say that it cannot 
be done. 
He says that If the railroads de- 


ducted from 
the allotment 
to the 


Southern Indiana company the cars 
which carry coal used by Its own en- 
gines, by the quarries owned by the 
same Interests at Bedford and by the 
engines of the Chicago Southern, the 
new division, there is little left of the 
discrepancy in totals. 


President Jones and General Man- 


ager Hadley, of the 
coal company, 


which Is the complainant, not only 
testified as to unfair discrimination, 
but both said it is not. only possible 
to make satisfactory distribution of 
jars, but that it. Is done in other coal 
fields. 
W. D. -Van Horn, president of the 


United Mine Workers of Indiana, told 
the commission that he had received 
complaints from "locals" on the South- 
»m Indiana that they were getting 


work only 
two days a week, while 


men at other mines wore working six 
days. He said tho only fair way to 
get. 
at the capacity of a mine was by 


the hour test, and after that came the 
question of apportionment or distribu- 
tion of cars.

But 
Will 
Recover 


from Injuries. 


tra May. sen-ing out a fine of J10 


and costs assessed for breaking quar-- 
antine, in the county jail, made an at- 
tempt to commit suicide Thursday 
night by cutting his throat and owes 
his life to the two facts that the knife 
blade was short and he fainted from 
loss of blood and stopped a hemor- 
rhage that would 
in all probability 


have proven fatal. 


Ho was found covered with blood 


this morning and taken to Hope hospi- 
tal -where Dr. W. D. Calvin and Dr. 
M. F. Porter dressed his wound and 
stated that there was no danger other 
than that from infection which is re- 
mote. The -wound -was about three 
inches long and partially severed the 
wind pipe. 
May was locked in a cell 


with Rudolph Gerberding whe.i 
the 


prisoners were put away for the night 
and he complained after both had lain 
down on their cots that he had a 
toothache and kept his blanket 
up 


around his face. 


He said to his fellow prisoner that 


he Intended to pull his tooth and Ger- 
berding saw him hacking at his throat 
but thought he was trying to get out 
the aching molar and paid little at- 
tention to him. 
This occurred it is 


thought about It 
o'clock 
at night. 


When Gerberding awoke he 
found 


May in a pool of blood and gave the 
alarm and when Sheriff 
Grice had 


been called he ordered the man taken 
to the hospital. 


Small Pocket Knife. 


May was thoroughly searched 
be- 


fore he was locked up and it is not 
known how he got a knlfa Into the 
jail. 
It is a small one with a metal 


handle and one blade which IB not 
longer than an Inch and a half and is 
very dull. Indicating that the prison- 
er must have made a desperate effort 
to end his existence as the cutting 
edge of the blade would hardly have 
made nn 
impression 
upon the pro- 


verbial "hot butter." 


It. was found on the floor of the cell 


and probably fell fron; May's grasp 
when he fainted from the loss 
of 


blood. 
He was conscious when he 


was found and when he was taken to 
the hospital he would not talk but. 
wrote on a slip of paper that he was 
despondent because he was locked up 
and that caused him to attempt to 
end his life. 
He said the knife was 


one the prisoners had when he got 
there and he knew nothing more than 
that. 


Wrote Letters to Wife. 


Tho prisoner wrote letters to his 


wife Thursday 
In which 
he stated 


that he had plenty t.n eat and that he 
was warm and comfortable but did 
not llko to lie in jail and ho hoped 
that his term would prove a lesson 
and that, when he got, out. he would 
be a better man and treat her more 
kindly. 


He also wrote a letter asking his 


wife to get her father to pay his fine 
and in another letter asked his broth- 
er John to help him out of trouble. 
A fourth letter was written to G. B. 
Monroe, his fa.l.her-in-law, in which 
h asked that the fine oe 
paid 
and 


promised that he would not be mean 
to his wife again If he got out of jail. 


Tn writing he gave 
no Intimation 


that, he would make an attempt to 
end his life but was rathe1" hopeful 
In his tone and talked of the remain- 
Ing time of his sentence and spoke of 
what he would do when he was re- 
leased. 


Several months ago Superintendent 


Ocorge I. Cooper, of the Home Mis- 
sion on Columbia street, had his at- 
tention called to May who was drink- 
ing heavily and he took an interest In 
him and straightened him out. 
but 


while the reformation was in process 
the superintendent took away 
from 


May a bottle of carbolic acid which 
he had purchased to take his life 
with. 


Arrested and Fined. 


Afterward May was arrested 
for 


drunkenness and fined $1 and costs 
in the city court. 
Mr. Cooper again 


went to the rescue and paid the fine 
and expended $60 to get the man on 
his feet and put him in position to 
take care, of his family. 
He went to 


work and paid back every cent of this 
money. 


Since that time he had been em- 


ployed until a week or two ago when 
one of his children contracted scarlet 
fever. 
His house in the rear of 609 


High street was quarantined -and as 
he was employed at the Pape Wind 
Mill works he 
secured 
a boarding 


house outside and was told to keep 
away from the home. 


He failed to stay away and for this 


he was arrested and fined at the earn- 
est solicitation of the health depart- 
ment. 
The neighbors made complaint 


that ho was visiting the house. Evi- 
dence was introduced to show that 
he had lost his position and that he 
had been drinking and this was in- 
strumental in getting him a fine as 
the judge was inclined to suspend 
sentence so he could care for his fau- 
ily.

Tales of cannibalism, wholesale mur- 
der, awful famine and deadly feuds 
among the 
natives 
of northeastern 


Canada, between the eastern shore of 
James Bay and Labrador, are brought 
bacjc by J. A. Osborne, the veteran ed- 
itor of the Fort Francis Times, who 
has just completed a trip of explora- 
tion in that desolate, uninviting coun- 
try. 
Were the stories told by any- 


one other than OBborne they would 
be taken with many mental reserva- 
tions, but 
his 
record 
for veracity 


leads to the belief that the tales he 
brings, which are the results of his 
own research nnd verification, are 
true. 


While at Moose Factor}' the explor- 


er met a young man who fled thither 
in terror of his uncle, who. he said, 
had killed and eaten eight human be- 
ings. 
There, too. he saw a woman 


who last winter killed and ate her two 
children, so great 
was the famine. 


This 
lack 
of 
food 
primarily 
was 


brought about by the fact that the 
woods seemed almost entirely without 
the usual number of deer ami rabbits, 
upon which animals the natives ordl-j 
narlly subsist. 


Cannibalism Practiced Openly. 
| 


As these occurrences did not seem 


lo have caused any tremendous stir in 
that region. Osborne has come to the 
conclusion that cannibalism is 
prac- 


ticed 
openly upon 
many occasions 


among (he Indians an;] half-breed? 


One village on Main river practic- 


ally was wiped off the map because of 
the remarkably great snowfall 
last 


winter. 
H snowed incessantly 
for 


many days and the cold was excessive 
oven for that country. Day after day 
the hunters fared forth, but game be- 
came so scarce that, finally a small 
half-frozen rabbit was considered a 
big find. Having no provisions stored 
up. and •with streams covered solid 
with ice. the Indians starved to death, 
with the exception of a party of young 
men and women, who decided to try 
to make Hudson's Bay fort, 150 miles | 
down the streams. 
After a journey | 


marked 
by 
untold 
privation 
they 


reached tho fort more dead than alive. 
A relief expedition sent back to tho 
village found nothing but. thirteen 
corpses in the rude huts which com- 
prised the village. 


Killed in Feud Fights.

ilies resulted from the killing by iwo 
brothers of a hunter who was dis- 
guised as a bear.

dead man wont, to the homo village nf 
the hunter nnd killed flvo members of 
their family while the two brothers 
still were away. Friends of the broth- 
ers thereupon look up tho tight and 
wiped out the family of the murderers, 
so that iu P" thirteen people lost their 
livos as tin result, of tho unfortunate 
ac.cidenl. 
Osborne pays the Indians and KsUI- 


mo population of tho region Is dimin- 
ishing rapidly, due partly U> omigra-j 
lion to the coast of Labrador

Woman Who Made Rich 


Men Her Easy Prey Ex- 


pires Friendless. 


Columbus, Ohio, Oct. 11.—Mrs. Gas- 
sle Chadwlck, whose amazing finan- 
cial transactions culminated 
In the 


wrecking of an Oberlln bank, died In 
the women's ward at the Ohio peni- 
tentiary last night at 10:15 o'clock. 
Mrs. Chadwlck had been in a coma- 
tose condition for some hours previ 
oug to her death and the end came 
peacefully. 
No friends or relatives 


waited at her bedside, only the pris- 
on physician and hospital attendants. 
Her son, Emll Hoover, had been sum- 
moned from Cleveland, but he did not 
arrive until this morning. 


Bmil Hoover, son of Mrs. Chad- 


•wlck, made arrangements today to 
have the body of his mother sent to 
Woodstock, Canada for burial. 


Mrs. Chadwlck was the, most, re- 


markable woman swindler that the 
world has over known. She outclassed 
the 
renowned 
Mme. ' Humbert, of 


Paris, In her 
methods of swindling 


•wealthy bankers and business men 
out of millions of dollars on worthless 
eecurltles. Burins the pnrlorl of her 
operations, from Jan. 1, 1901, until her 
arrest In riornmtiRr. 1904. she secured 


Arrested for Forgery. 


Mrs. Chadwlck, whose maiden name 


was Elizabeth Blgley, was a native of 
Woodstock, Canada. She first came 
Into public notice in 
Toledo, Ohio, 


about twenty years ago, where she 
told fortunes, tinder the name of Mme. 
Deviere. While In this city she 
forged the name of Richard Brown. 
Youngstown, Ohio, and for this crime 
was sent to the penitentiary at Co- 
lumbus for nine years. 


She served but a portion of this 


sentence and then located In Cleve- 
land, where she married a man named 
Hoover. Her second husband was Dr. 
Leroy 8. Chadwlck, of Cleveland, a 
man of good 
family 
and excellent 


standing in his profession. 


Although not possessed of remark- 


able beauty or attractiveness, Mrs. 
Chadwlck had such an Intimate knowl- 
edge of human nature that she could 
handle her victims as it they were 
pawns in a game of chess. Her 
knowledge of modern business meth- 
ods enabled her to 
draw 
Into her 


schemes men who were regarded in 
their respective communities as the 
most able and astute financiers. 


Bankers Eager to Lend. 


When seeking a loan from a banker 


she always put the proposition to him 
In such n way that It appeared to him 
a great .opportunity to make money 
for himself. Bonuses or rates of in- 
terest never bothered Mrs. Chndwlck, 
and after her methods were exposed 
not a few of her victims admitted that 
they were allured by the high rate of 
interest she 
offered 
on 
securities 


which appeared good. 


One of her favorite schemes was to 


delicately tell a banker that she was 
the natural daughter of Andrew Car- 
negie and that the Carnegie millions 
were virtually at her disposal, hut 
that It was necessary to maintain se- 
crecy to avoid a scandal. • She had 


what purported to be the signature of 
Carnegie indorsing notes and securi- 
ties valued at $5,000,000, which made 
it easy for her to swindle her victims. 
So well did ahe select her victims 
that, shrewd 
business men never 


doubted her word or sought to break 
the seal on the valueless securities 
which she intrusted to their care. It 
v/bs afterwards shown that the pur- 
ported signature of Carnegie was a 
forgery and that he did not know -the 
woman, and a note to Carnegie from 
any of the bankers who loaned Mrs. 
Chadwick money would have dis- 
closed that fact. 


Entertains In Lavish Style. 


For several years she entertained 


on the most lavish scale In Cleveland, 
and, while she never gained an en- 
trance to the best 
society 
circles, 


many men of wealth and influence 
were attracted by her reckless ex- 
penditure of money. She represented 
herself as a woman of Immense 
wealth, and she acted the part to per- 
fection. She lived in a splendid man- 
sion furnished In extravagant style, 
and she bought diamonds by the tray- 
ful and pearls by the pound. 
She 


took a party of twelve young girls 
from Cleveland on a trip through Eu- 
rope, had their portraits painted on 
Ivory and framed in 18-carat gold. She 
made Her servants presents of seal- 
skin coats and bought grand pianos 
for her friends. She would visit New 
York and engage a- suite of rooms in 
one hotel and live,In another, paying 
in both.places. She always paid cash 
to tradespeople, who regarded her as 
a good customer. 


The first Intimation taat Mrs. Chad- 


wlck was a swindler came when Her- 
bert. B. Newton, a banker at. Brook 
line, Mass.. brought suit against her 
on Nov. 23, 1904, to recover $190,800 
which he had loaned her on no other 
security than her word. Ta him she 


represented herself as tiaving an in- 
come of $350,000 a year and showed 
certificates that she had on. deposit 
with the Wade Banking company, of 


leveland; 
securities 
worth 
more 


than $5,000,000. This suit led to an 
investigation,'and 
for a time Mrs. 


Chadwick protested 
her innocence 


and said the matter would be straight- 
ened out and explained. 


Big Losses From Bank. 


It developed that C. T. Beckwith, 


president of the 
Citizens' National 


bank, of Oberlln, Ohio, and A. B. 
Spear, cashier of the same bank, had 
loaned Mrs. Chadwlck $240.000 of the 
bank's funds, about 
four times as 


much as its capital stock amounted 
to, and that in addition Mr. Beck- 
with had loaned $102,000 of his own 
money on what afterward was found 
to be a package of brown paper. The 
Oberlln bank was wrecked by the ex- 
posure, and several smaller banks in 
Ohio went under 
when 
the crash 


came. Mr. Beckwith, the aged presi- 
dent, of the Oberlln bank, was arrest- 
ed, and shortly afterward he died. It 
was reported at the time that, he com- 
mitted suicide, so keenly did he feel 
the disgrace which his confidence in 
Mrs. Chadwick had brought on him- 
self and the loss It brought to depos- 
itors in his bank. 


Among her dupes was Ira Reynolds, 


secretary and treasurer of one of 
Cleveland's strongest banking institu- 
tions. To him she confided a sealed 
envelope which she assured him con- 
tained securities valued at. $5,000,000. 
He accepted her word and indorsed It 
In his own handwriting, as she dic- 
tated, and deposited It In the vaults of 
bis bank. 
That, envelope was the 


foundation on which a number of gi- 
gantfc swindles were based. 


Mrs. Chadwlck was arrested In the 


Holland house. New York, and was ex- 
tradited to Ohio, where Bhe w*s tried 


and convicted on March 11, 1905. She 
was sentenced to ten years in prison.

Seattle, 
Oct. 11.—Representa- 


tive William Sulzer has just returned 
to Seattle from the north, and he de- 
clares that cruising for three days 
alnid the ice lioes off the coast ot 
Siberia, near Cape Serdzu. in a gaso- 
line boat, the danger of being crushed 
between the bergs being constant, was 
a rather exciting experience. He ami 
his companions, he asserts, owe their 
lives to the sagacity of an Eskimo 
whom they had taken with them as ;i 
guide. 


"In those three days I learned a 


good deal of Arctic lore," said Mr. 
Sulzer. 
"When the crushing polar 


pack showed us our way to clear 
water we felt like holding a thanks- 
giving celebration. 


"We crossed Bearing strait in a 


frail craft, ownsd by two fur traders," 
continued Mr. Sulzer, speaking^ at the 
Rainier-Grand hotel in this city, "and 
visited a number of Eskimo .villages 
above East Cape. 
Aside from the 


two traders, a frie: 1 of mine and the 


| Eskimo guide, Sigassa, wene In the 
I boat. 
1 
"We had easy sailing, stopping at 


I intervals to see the villages, until' wo 
reached Cape Serdie. 
We anchored 


off a windward shore September 1 and 
prepared to spend the night. Lying 
perhaps ten miles to seaward, gleam- 
ing like a low range of snowy moun- 
tains, we could see an ice barrier. 
There was little wind when we an- 
chored, although there was a heavy 
surge on the beach. We set Sigassa 
to watch and went to sleep. 


"During the night, I think it was 


after midnight, the Eskimo aroused us 
with the startling announcement that 
the ice was coming in shore, and that 
unless we were lucky our boat would 
be crushed. We cast loose our an- 
chor, without attempting to get it 
aboard and got under way. 
To sea- 


ward of us were giant icebergs grind- 
ing against each other, while on the 
beach tumbled the breakers. 
The ice 


had been detached and was being

slowly driven ashore by a northerly 
wind. 
"It was at this point that Sigassa 


showed at his best. 
He knew the 


polar pack as I know my front yard 


I at home. 
Hundreds of times he had 


sailed among the ice floes hunting for 
the polar bear, and he was less alarm- 
ed than any 01 us. He advised getting 
away from t..e shore as quickly as 
possible and going directly to meet 
the ice enemy. 
We did this in the 


hope that by getting to the southwest 
we might get into clear water. 


"The three days following I shall 


never forget. 
The ice advanced slow- 


ly, and we spent our time dodging in 
and out among the ice floes. It p- 
peared to us a hundred times that 
there was no possible way of escapa, 
when suddenly we would find a pas- 
sage through which our swift gasoline 
boat darted. 
Finally wo gained the 


open sea and were safe.'

The invention of the art of spinning 


was ascribeu by the ancients to Mi- 
nerva, the goddess of wisdom. 
The 


late 15no B. C. is given as that of the 
beginning of the art in Greece, under 
the direction of the king of Arcadia, 
sut pictured inscriptions on Egyptian 
monuments show that the use of the 
spindle and distaff was known in that 
country much earlier. 
The first dis- 


aff was simply-a stick, around which 
;hc fiber to be spun was loosely coiled, 
tield in the left hand: the spindle was 
i sort of top set In motion by a twirl 
of the hand, the fiber passing between 
the finger and thumb of

liand. 
This Invention was Improved 


upon In the course of time by placing 
the spindle In a frame and making It 
revolve by mechanical action of tho 
hand or foot in connection with a 
wheel or treadle—thus giving the true' 
spinning wheel.

the Sixteenth century, but It. was prob- 
ably made and used long before this. 
The first spinning-jenny, a machine 
working eight spindles, was invented 
In I7(!7.—October Housekeeper.

cago $9.36.
